VISALIA, Aug. 8 — With only 
a month left to set the balance 
of the cotton crop, growers must 
exercise extreme caution to ob- 
tain normal yields. 

A number of cultural practices, 
which growers can control, are 
important to the final production 
of this year’s crop. 

Insects from now on can have a 
very important bearing on this 
year’s crop. Careful vigilance for 
and control of mites and the ly- 
gus bug for the next four weeks 
and vigilance and control of the 
bollworm until harvest is urged. 
With many fields still late, the 
importance of setting the maxi- 
mum amount of blooms possible 
necessitates a good pest control 
program. 

A number of fields in Tulare 
county are on the verge of grow- 
ing too vegetative or rank. Late 
plantings will usually result in 
excessive growth. However, rank 
growth is not conducive to high 
production, is more attractive to 
the lygus bug and bollworm moth, 
and should be avoided. One of 
the best means a grower has of 
controlling growth of the cotton 
plant is to avoid over-irrigation. 
By reducing irrigation frequency, 
the vigor of the plant can be di- 
rected to boll set rather than stalk 
growth. 

Lush growth may take the form 
of excessive or double fruiting 
branches at each node, as well as 
tall plants. A delay in the irri- 
gation schedule is one of the easi- 
est ways of slowing down vegeta- 
tive growth. 

With Verticillium wilt being as 
severe as it is this year in many 
of the county’s cotton fields, over

In rank cotton, the remov- 
al of the terminal bud may in- 
crease the harvest yield by a re- 
duction in lodged plants. Topping 
is generally done the latter part 
of July, or first week in August, 
when the plants are between four 
and five feet high and still grow- 
ing. Where blooms are fairly 
well down on tall plants, continu- 
ed growth can be expected and 
topping would be beneficial un- 
der such conditions. Grower should 
be careful not to remove too much 
growth in topping mechanically |j 
as a reduction in yield could re- 
sult.

meeting in San Diego. 

The dam, which is being plan- 
ned by the Corps of Army Engin- 
eers, Would be 525 feet high and 
would inundate 11,000 square 
miles, 8,000 of which are prime 
waterfowl producing habitat. 

The area inundated, the resolu- 
tion points out, produces 1,500,- 
000 ducks, geese and cranes each 
year, over half of which enter the

PORTERVILLE, Aug. 8 — The 
following is a sample of the ques- 
tions farmers are now asking the 
Social Security representative at 
Porterville: 

Q. Some of the workers I hire 
during the growing season are re- 
ceiving social security benefits. 
They request that I not deduct 
social security from their wages. 
Even though their earnings are 
not over $1,200 in the year, shall 
I comply with their request? 

A. No. It is your responsibil- 
ity to report the wages and pay 
the full tax. If you pay a farm 
worker as much as $150 cash wag- 
es in a year, or if he works on a 
time basis on part of at least 20 
days during the year, you are ob- 
ligated to report his earnings, and 
pay the tax. You may, of course, 
pay the employee’s share of the 
tax out of your own pocket if you 
wish. 

Q. My brother and I operate a 
farm in partnership. The part- 
nership hires my 19-year-old son 
during the summer months. Since 
he is under age 21, is his work 
covered under social security? I 
was told that I did not have to re- 
port his wages, but now I have 
been informed that his wages 
should be reported. 

A. The services of a child un- 
der 21 in the employ of hig father 
are excluded from coverage un- 
der social security.
